communicate with computers and get useful result*. Eleven of the IS 
students evaluated the block of instruction a > good. The three Intelli- 
gence Production Faculty members also participated as students. They 
feel that one week is enough to fulfill the objectives of the training, and 
that ail that is needed is a tittle fine tuning.

Specifically, he plans to study the actual role of language in the operational 
mission of the Agency to answer questions such as: "To what extent are 
recruitments made by case officers in languages other than English? 

After reading la. on the problem of language development In the Agency, 



proposes to select five or six Languages and interview a sample 


of CS officers who speak these languages at a professional Level t© deter- 


mine what use they have made of language in the field. 

As part of the new Personnel Movement and Management Program 
initiated by the Executive Director- Comptroller, language qualifications 
will be one of tfaa factors considered In personnel career planning and organi- 
sational staffing.. *«a result, the Office of Personnel will probably 
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assume the responsibility for soliciting language requirements from 
Agency components and assuring that plans are made for replacing 
language-qualified employees lost through attrition.
